V-5 training course 


Gold wings for 1500 young men 
who have a strong desire to fly is 
the aim of the navy in continuing 
the V-5 Naval Aviation Cadet 
Training course into a post-war 
program. 

To qualify for V-5 one must be 
a male civilian high school senior 
or graduate, 17 to 19 years of age, 
having reached 19 before Novem- 
ber 1, 1945. Men 18, who have re- 
ceived ‘formal induction notices 
are not eligible. 

The applicant must be able to 
pass the Navy tests and a thorough 
physical examination. He must be 
a citizen of the United States for 
at least ten years. He must be un- 
married and agree to remain so 
until appointed a commissioned 
officer, unless released sooner by 
the Navy Department. 

The course of training leads to 
a commision as an Ensign, giving 
the trainee one to three semesters 
of college, 26 weeks of pre-flight, 
16 weeks of primary, and approxi- 
mately 20 weeks of intermediate 
flight training.

Phillips reveals 
requirements for 
draft postponement 


Students who entered junior 
college before becoming 18 years 


of age, and who want induction in- 
to the army postponed until com- 
pleting their present semester, 
must be carrying fifteen and one 
half units of work and must main- 
tain a C average in all classes. it 
was revealed today by Ernest 
Crozier Philips, army and navy 
representative for jaysee students. 

It is necessary, for anyone de- 
siring an induction postponement, 
to present to his draft board a let- 
ter from Mr. Phillips, stating that 
the applicant meets the specified 
requirements, and that the post- 
ponement is for educational pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Phillips, who is in direct 
contact with the local board, will 
be informed if any immediate 
changes are made in selective ser- 
vice laws governing college stu- 
dents.

Actions s peak louder than words 


How can the students of Santa Ana Junior college 
impress upon the minds of the voters of this city that we 
want and must have a new campus? There has been a lot 
of talking, but words alone will not accomplish the task 
of convincing citizens of Santa Ana that we are absolutely 
firm in our demands for a new jaysee. We must act. 

Now is the time for decisive action. Notwithstanding 
the fact that we as students can only prod our parents to 
vote a positive issue, but we ourselves must also insure a 
complete and unanimous vote of approval of the towns- 
people. 

We students must organize a gigantic parade which 
will march down the main streets of Santa Ana. We must 
display our attitude in a body. This campaign ‘is the only 
positive way of showing reluctant people of this com- 
munity how desireous we are of having a new school. And 
we must convince them before October 30. 

Service clubs and.all school organizations should be- 
gin today to prepare for this parade. Each club could be 
responsible for an integral part of it—posters, banners, 
gayly decorated cars—anything to draw attention. 

This action would place responsibility upon you, the 
student, whether or not you will receive direct benefits 
from a new campus, and it is of paramount importance 
that you do not fail to fulfill this obligation.

Living monument’ appropriate 

Sam Hays, well known Southern California com- 
mentator, spoke before members of civic organizations in 
Santa Ana last week on “Living monuments for our war 
dead.” 

In his speech Mr. Hays pointed out the futility of 
erecting the conventional unused statue or plaque monu- 
ments to these men. Instead he suggested that a living 
monument be raised, meaning one that is used often by 
the people of the community. This serves two purposes— 
one of service and the other of respect and remembrance 
to those lost heroes. 

Outdoor Stadium Memorial 

What could be more appropriate than to dedicate the 
outdoor stadium of a new junior college to these men? It 
would be a tender reminder of those men who not so long 
ago gave their lives on a more earnest battlefield. 

The pride that would belong to the people who visit- 
ed such a substantial dedication, the knowledge that their 
very patronage was in part a tribute to the warriors who 
will not be forgotten, should alone be sufficient to gain 
their approval of it. 

A Lasting Tribute 

In this modern age in which we live one tends to for- 
get the little monuments tucked away in some shady park 
visited perhaps by chance. But a junior college stadium 
adorned with plaques bearing names of our own lost men 
who are but a memory in someones heart today, would 
make a lasting tribute that would be carried on through 
the years to come.

Meeting in 1940 — 

Delegates of Southland high schools met March 1

agree upon the location of the campus, nothing of valw 
was accomplished. a 

Indication that 'the Santa Ana board of education hak 
not lost hope for a new college plant, was the board’s aw 
thorization of secretary George Newcom, in April 194¢ 
to advertise for site offers. The board expressed desire fo: 
at least, a thirty acre tract of land. Three propositions ha 
been submitted to the board as possible locations for th 
new plant, by May 1940. 4 

Public Opinion 3 

Having definitely decided upon a 20 acre land sith 
located on East 17th street, the board of education wd 
preparing to buy, when abandonment of the plan ws 
forced by public opinion. The location was the cause fd 
a large part of the objections. 

In October 1940 the drive for a new college was ré 
opened, unofficially, by Audree Willsey, then editor 
El] Don, in the form of an editorial. She stated that th 
people of Santa Ana were actually losing money by nda

As.we go to press, the country 
is still gripped in a wave of strikes, 
holding back reconversion and ag- 
gravating the unemployment prob- 
lem as well as threatening the in- 
dustrial life of the nation. We 
hope by the time you read this, 
the oil strike, most serious of all, 
will have been solved by govern- 
ment action. But even if this has 
happened, it will not end the strike 
problem. 

There’s no question that the 
unions are getting away with mur- 
der. They always have under the 
new deal. It seems that our gov- 
ernment has adopted a policy of 
milk-toast diplomacy toward the 
unions. The administration is 
always ready to slap controls of 
management in labor disputes, 
but the unions do as they please. 
There was a time when labor or- 
ganizations were beneficial, guar- 
anteeing the workers a living wage 
and decent working conditions. 
They have now run away with 
their powers, fostered by the Fed- 
eral government, and have risen as 
a revolting form of fascism. 

Cripple Economy 

Union leaders have become 
home-front feuhrers, demanding 
unreasonable tribute from both 
their own membership and man- 
agement. Now, the administra- 
tion and Congress sit back and 
allow these despotic unions to 
cripple the national economy. 

Of course, there’s the other 
side of the picture. Labor is en- 
titled to wages allowing a decent 
existence, considering present 
living costs. 

A Gift To Workers 

Labor demands the same pay it 
received in wartime for less work. 
One example is that of the Port 
Arthur strikers, who demand 52 
hours’ pay for 40 hours’ work. 
In other words, management is 
expected to make workers a gift 
of 25 to 30 per. cent of their 
wages.
